The  aim  of  the  Cree  language  and  culture  programs  of  study  is  the  development  of 
communicative  competence  in  Cree. 

Four  Components 

For  the  purposes  of  the  program  of  studies,  communicative  competence  is  represented  by  four 
interrelated  and  interdependent  components. 

Applications  deal  with  what  the  students  will  be  able  to  do  with  the  language,  the  functions 
they  will  be  able  to  perform  and  the  contexts  in  which  they  will  be  able  to  operate. 

Language  Competence  addresses  the  students'  knowledge  of  the  language  and  their 
ability  to  use  that  knowledge  to  interpret  and  produce  meaningful  texts  appropriate  to  the 
situations  in  which  they  are  used. 

Strategies  help  students  learn  and  communicate  more  effectively  and  more  efficiently. 

Global  Citizenship  aims  to  develop  intercultural  competence,  with  a  particular  focus  on 
Cree  culture.

The  stories  and  legends  have  large  coloured  illustrations  with  text  and  the 
audiocassette  may  be  played  so  students  can  hear  the  sounds  of  the  words.  There  is  some  text  that  leads  students  to 
complete  the  story.  The  flash  cards  correspond  with  each  lesson  and  can  be  used  for  dialogue,  echo  acting  and 
sentence  development.  The  teacher  resource  contains  detailed  lesson  plans  accompanied  by  the  expected  outcomes 
for  that  lesson.  The  resource  also  presents  the  themes  for  the  lessons,  vocal  lists,  props,  poems,  songs,  games, 
stories  and  riddles.  Problem  solving  and  evaluation  strategies,  worksheets  and  student  observations  sheets  are  also 
included.  A  variety  of  activites  that  promote  reading,  writing,  speaking,  listening  and  representing  are  included.
